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§110.30-3 Initial inspection.

The initial inspection, which may be
a series of inspections during the con-
struction of the vessel, includes a com-
plete inspection of the electric instal-
lation and electric equipment or appa-
ratus. The inspection is to determine
that the arrangement, materials, and
their installations meet this chapter
and the approved plans. The inspection
also is to determine that the workman-
ship of all equipment and apparatus
and the installation is satisfactory.

§110.30-5 Inspection for certification.

Electric installations and electric
equipment must be inspected at the in-
spection for certification and periodic
inspection to determine mechanical
and electrical condition and perform-
ance. Particular note must be made of
circuits added or modified after the
original issuance of the Certificate of
Inspection.

§110.30-7 Repairs or alterations.

The Officer in Charge, Marine Inspec-
tion must be notified before—

(a) Alterations or modifications that
deviate from approved plans; or

(b) Repairs, alterations, or modifica-
tions that affect the safety of the ves-
sel.
